New York,, Feb. 20.—Precautions are 


being taken to make Wlllets point at 
the East river entrance to New York 
iavulnerable. 


A so-called skirmish line of torpe- 


does is projected 
from the Willets 


point shore across the channel to Fort 
Schuylcr. 


The torpedoes will be anchored so 


close together that it may he made im- 
possible for a hostile vessel to cross 
the line without being'blown up. 


The torpedoes will be connected with 


electric wires, and to make doubly sure 
that their plans can not be frustrated 
the engineers have arranged to have 
tatteries located at each end of the line, 
80 that in case an apparatus was used 
by the enemy to sever the connecting 
•wires and break the circuit, the torpe- 
does could still be exploded from either 
end of the line. 


The 
channel 
is already protected 


from the Willets point shore to the 
center of the channel by two groups 
of submarine mines. 


Each group of the mines consists of 


22 torpedoes, 44 together, containing 
130 pounds of giant powder each.

Havana, Feb. 26.—A very deplorable 


fact in connection with the wreck of 
the Maine is that great mass of twisted 
and tangled steel is slowly but surely 
sinking into the mud. 


Before the hull could be raised it 


would be necessary to remove the guns 
and debris. For lack of proper appli- 
ances practically nothing in this line 
has been accomplished. 
Aside from 


the officers' and cabin effects the sal- 
vage thus far has been pitifully small. 


The cloudy weather and rain made 


the work of the divers unsatisfactory 
and very little was done. It is said that 
a hole has been made by the divers in 
one of the forward hatches, and it is 
hoped that a number of bodies will be 
recovered. 


The court of inquiry sat longer than 


usual Friday, the six divers being ex- 
amined more in detail than heretofore. 
The time of the departure of the Man- 
grove with the court for Key West has 
not been determined. 


The Spanish cruiser Alfonso XII has 


been towed to a buoy farther within 
the harbor to make room for the crui- 
ser Vizcaya. 


No word has been received at the 


consul general's office from Mr. Walter 
B. Barker, the United States consul 
at Sagua la Grande, and it is believed 
tnat the report o£ Mr. Barker's illness 
is untrue.

contracts for the delivery of 
300,000 


tons of coal at the different coaling 
stations of the war vessels of this 
country, in the West Indies and along 
the Florida coast, is considered pretty 
good evidence that the Washington 
authorities see trouble with Spain in 
sight and are getting ready to meat 
tie issue squarely. 
V.';;-The navy department has closed con- 
tracts with the incorporated firm of 
Castner, Curran & Bullitt of Philadel- 
phia for the delivery at Key West, Sand 
Keys, DryTortugas, Savannah, Charles- 
ton and FortressMonroe of 250,000 tons 
of 
Pocahontas coal, 
and 
with the 


Rhodes & Beidler Coal company of 
Cleveland for the. delivery of50,000 tons 
of the Goshen coal of that company. 


The stipulations of the contracts are 


that the coal so ordered shall be deliv- 
ered at the designated coaling stations 
as soon as it is possible to do so, and 
that the utmost secrecy be observed 
about the matter. 


In carrying out these contracts the 


railroads play a most prominent part, 
and for the purpose of moving every- 
thing as expeditiously as possible Pres- 
ident M. K. Ingalls nf the Chesapeake 
and Ohio railroad. Receiver Oscar G. 
Murray of tho Baltimore and Ohio, and 
General Manager L. F. l,orce of the 
Pennsylvania railroad wont to Wash- 
ington nnd consulted with Secretary 
Long of the navy and Assistant Secre- 
tary George D. Meiklcjohn of tlie war 
department on the mutter. 


Contracts and all arrangements for 


the. rapid handling of the coal were 
made, and the government, it is under- 
stood, agreed to pay a bonus both to 
the coal companies and the railroads 
If the 300,000 tons were delivered with- 
in a specified time.

The 
work of the present week has been 
such as to postpone by at least three 
weeks, the day of the final adjourn- 
ment. An unusually large number of 
important measures were introduced— 
especially in the senate—and must 
take much time if they are to be in- 
telligently considered. Usually at this 
time in a legislative session, the more 
important measures have 
been well 


discussed. The public will tolerate a 
long session, however, if it is known 
that there is not to be another one 
next year, and if the measures undei 
discussion are worthy ones.

Without this act, large capital to han- 
dle real estate deals will have to be 
furnished by private parties on the 
tenant in common plan.

close together that it may be made im- 
possible for a hostile vessel to cross 
the line without being 'blown up. 


The torpedoes will be connected with 


electric wires, and to make doubly sure 
that their plans can not be frustrated 
the engineers have arranged to have 
tatteries located at each end of the Hue, 
so teat in case an apparatus was used 
by the enemy to sever the connecting 
•wires and break the circuit, the torpe^ 
does could still be exploded from either 
end of the line. 


The 
channel 


to have a speed of not less than 25 
knots, and are to cost, including ar- 
mament, not exceeding $2,500,000. Six 
Of the boats, the bill provides, are to 
be built on the Pacific coast. 


"When completed they are to be sta- 


tioned at the principal ports at which

authorities see trouble with Spain in 
sight and are getting ready to meet 
the issue squarely. 
:v;The navy department has closed con- 
tracts with the incorporated firm of 
Castner, Cm-ran & Bullitt of Philadel- 
phia for the delivery at Key West, Sand 
Keys, Dry Tortugas, Savannah, Charles- 
ton and Fortress Monroe of 250,000 tons 
of 
Pocahontas coal, 
and 
with the 


Rhodes & Beidler Coal company of 
Cleveland for the. delivery of 50,000 tons 
of the Goshen coal of that company. 


The stipulations of the contracts are 


that the coal so ordered shall be deliv- 
ered at the designated coaling stations 
as soon as it is possible to do so, and 
that the utmost secrecy be observed 
about the matter. 


In carrying out these contracts the 


railroads piny a most prominent part, 
and for the purpose of moving every- 
thing as expeditious!}' us possible Pres- 
ident M. E. IngJilis of the Chesapeake 
and Ohio railroad.

Busbnell Republicans a great deal of 
comfort is that this fall they will be

is on, and will not need to worry over 
the result. It is the Hanna faction's 
turn to do the walking. 


The attitude of the anti-Hanna Re- 


publicans toward the department of the 
state dairy and food commissioner—

Biennial Sessions. 


It is now settled that there will be 


but a single session of the present 
general assembly, the house having 
concurred by a large majority in the 
Williams senate joint resolution, pro- 
viding that when the general assem- 
bly adjourns it shall be sine die. The 
work of the present week has been 
such as to postpone by at least three 
weeks, the day of the final adjourn- 
ment. An unusually large number of 
important measures were introduced— 
especially in the 
senate—and must 


take much time if they are to be in- 
telligently considered. Usually at this 
time in a legislative session, the more 
important measures have 
been well 


discussed. The public will tolerate a 
long session, however, if it is known 
that there is not to be another one 
next year, and if the measures under 
discussion are worthy ones. 


The telephone manager concluded 


to talk to the senate committee on 
bribery investigation, and 
yesterday 


the committee was able to get some 
valuable corroborating evidence as to 
the use of telephones between this city 
and Cincinnati Just prior to the sena- 
torial election. The company did not 
care anything about the committee's 
power to punish by imprisonment for 
contempt, but when it came to a ques- 
tion of passing laws that would re- 
quire the company to pay more taxes,

The senate has almost unanimously 


passed the Plummer bill repealing the 
act of 1894 authorizing the incorpora- 
tion of companies to deal in real es- 
tate. It is said that the bill will pass 
the house easily. This will make the 
charters issued under the act, of which 
there are 
about 100, very valuable. 


Without this act, large capital to han- 
dle real estate deals will have to be 
furnished by private parties on the 
tenant in common plan.
